NOTE: The addition of the language "an arc of constant radius" changes the scope of the claim and will require 
further searching. Also, the phrase "said second and third blade-engaging elements are commonly disposed on an arc of constant radius 
circumscribing said first blade-engaging element" does not make the claim allowable. In order to circumscribe an item, the item only 
must be enclosed within a circle. That item does not have to be the center of that circle. Duffy clearly discloses second and third blade- 
engaging elements commonly disposed on an arc that will cicumscribe or encircle the first blade-engaging element. 
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
